tion againſt Infections, than otherwiſe any cauſe of the fad 
effects which I have enumerated. But, as I have upon 
ſeveral encounters, found the moſt: able, and Learned 
amongſt them, to renounce this opinion, and heartily wiſh 
for a univerſal purgation of the Aer by the expedients I 
propoſe: ſo, I cannot believe that any of that Learned So- 
ciety; ſhould think themſelves ſo far concerned, as to be 
offended with me for that, which (as well for their ſakes, 
as the reſt who derive benefit from it) I wiſh were at farther 
diſtance; ſines it is certain, that ſo many of their Patients 
are driven away from the City, upon the leaſt indiſpoſition 
which attaques them, on this ſole conſideration; as eſteem- 
ing it leſſe dangerous to put themſelves into the hands of 
ſome Country Dactor or Emperic, then to abide the Her of 
Londan, with all its other advantages. For the reſt, that 
pretend to that honourable: Profeſſion; if any ſhall find 
themſelves agreev'd and think good to contend, I ſhall 
eaſily allow him as much Smoake as he deſires, and much 
good may it do him. But, it is to be ſuſpected, and the 
anſwer is made (by as many as have ever ſuggeſted the Ob- | 
jection to me) That there be ſome whom 1 muſt expect to 
plead for that, which makes ſo much work for the Chimnys= , 
Sweeper ; Since I am ſecure of the Learned and Ingenuous, 
and whoſe Fortunes are not built on Smoake, or raiſed by 
a univerſal Calamity; ſuch as I eſteem to be the Nuifances, 
J have here reproved: I do not hence infer, that 4 ſhalb be 
any way impatient of a juſt and civil Reply, which I ſhalt 
rather, eſteem for an honour done me, becauſe 1 know

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that a witty arid a leattled man is able to Altun upon 
any Subject whatſoever; fome'of them having with praife, 
written even of the praiſe of Difeafes themfelves, for fo 
"Favorinus of old, and Menapius fince commended a Quartun 
-Ague, Pirchhemierus the Gout, Gutherius celebrated Blind- 
 neſſe, Heinſus the Loufe, and to come nearer our Theam, 
" Majoragius the naſty Dirt; Not I ſuppoſe that they affect- 
ed theſe pleaſant things, but as A. Gellius * has it, exercendi 
gia, and to ſhew their Wits ; for as the Poet, — 


Sau etiam Maſe fue ludicr = mite Conca. ” 
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But to proceed, I do Barther afkrm; that it is "not the 
Duſt and Ordure which is daily caſt out of their Houſes, ; 
much leſſe what is brought in by the Feet of Men and 
Horſes; or the want of more frequent and better con- 
veyances, which renders the Streets of London dirty evep 

to a Proverb: but chiefly this continual Smoake, which 1 
cending in the day- time, is, by the deſcending Dew, and 
Cold, precipitated again at night: And this is manifeſt, 
if a piece of clean Linnen be ſpread all Night in any 
Court or Garden, the leaſt infeſted as to appearance: but 

eſpecially if it happen to rain, which carries it down in 
greater proportion, not only upon the earth, but upon the 
Mater alſo, where it leaves a thin web, or pellicule of duſt, 
dancing upon the Surface of it; as thoſe who go to bathe 
in the Thames (though at ſome Miles diſtant from the City) 
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do eaſily diſcern and bring home. upon their Bodies: How 
it ſticks on the Hands, Faces and Linnen of our fair La- 
: dies, and nicer Dames, who reſide conſtantly. in Londan 
(eſpecially during Winter) the prodigious waſt of Almond- 
powder far the One, Soap and ing out of the Klee 
luſpeiently manifeſt. 3 . 
„ conſidered what a F aliginons _ is ; yearly: 
contradted, and adheres to the Sides of our ordinary Chim- 
nies where this groſſe Fuell i is uſed; and then i imagine, if 
there were a ſolid Tentorium, or Canopy over London, what 
a maſſe of Soote would then ſtick to it, which now (as was 
ſaid,) comes down every Night in the S7reers, on our Houſes, 
* Waters, and is taken into our Badier. 
And may this much ſuffice concerning tlie Cauſes aud 
feet of this Evill, and to diſcover to all the World, Ws; 
e this "Smoake 1 is to our Inhabitants of London, to 
decrie it, and to introduce ſome happy Expedient; whereby 
they! may for the Future, hope to be freed from ſo intol- 
Terable an inconyenience, if whatT ſhall be. able to produce- 
and offer. next, may in en i Faun 
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VV; there is no Smoake without Fire; ſo neither is there 
| band any Fre without Snake, and that the Juana Hoe, 
Materials which burn clear are very few, and but compa- 
ratively 16 tearined : That to talk of ſerving this vaſt City 
(though Paris as great, be ſo ſupplied). with Mood, were 
'madnefſe; and yet doubtleſſe it were poſſible, that much 
larger proportions of Wood might be brought to Londen, = 
and fold at eafier rates, if that were diligently obſerved, 
whic h both our Laws enjoyn, as faiſible and practiſed. i in 
other places more remote, by Planting and preſerving of 
euch, and Copfes, and by what might by Sea, be brought 
out of the Nori bern Couirits, where it ſo greatly abounds, 
aid ſeems inexhauſtible.

And ſurely' it was ſo of. old, 
when (to obviate all that can be replied againſt it) even for 
the very Service of God, the Sacrifices were to be burnt 
without the Camp, amongſt the Jews; as (of old) amongſt 
the Romans, HoMINEM MORTUUM IN URBE NE SEPEL ITO, 
NEVE URITO. That Men ſhould burn, or bury the Dead 
within the City Walls, was expreſly prohibited by a Law 
of the x11 Tables; and truely, I am. perſwaded, that the 
frequency of Church-yards, and Charnel-houſes,. contami- 
nate the Aer, in many parts of this Fown, as well as the 
Pumps and Waters, which are any thing near unto them,

＋ ERE goes a pleaſant Tale of a certain Sir Politich, 
that in the laſt great Plague projected, how by a 
Veſſel fraight with pee ld Onions, which ſhould paſſe along 
the Thames —4 the Oo, when the Wind fate in a Favours:

tion 'of an hundred and fifty, or more, feet deep, about 
each Field; not much unlike to what His Majeſty has al- 
ready begun by the wall from Old Spring- garden to St.

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whoſe ſuperfluities, may in Winter, on ſome occaſions of 
weather, and winds, be burnt, to viſit the City with a 
more benign ſmoake ) not onely all that did approach the 
Region, which is properly deſign'd to be Flowery ; but 
even the whole City, would be ſenſible of the ſweet and 
raviſhing varieties of the perfumes, as well as of the moſt 
_ delightful and pleaſant objects, and places of Recreation 

for the Inhabitants ; yielding alſo a Proſpect of a noble and 
maſculine Majeſty, by reaſon of the frequent plantations 


of Trees, and Nurſeries for Ornament, Profit, and Secu- 


rity; The remainder of the Fields included yielding the 
ſame, and better Shelter, and Paſture for Sheep and Cattle 
than now; that they lie bleak, expos'd and abandon'd to 
the winds, which perpetually invade them. 
That, to this end, the Gardeners (which now cultivate 
the upper, more drie and ungrateful ſoil) be encouraged to 
begin Plantations in ſuch places onely: and the farther ex- 
orbitant encreaſe of Tenements, poor and naſty Cottages near 
the City, be prohibited, which diſgrace and take off from 
the ſweetneſs and amoenity of the Environs of London, 
and are already become a great Eye: ſore in the grounds. 
oppoſite to His Maje/ly's Palace of M hite- Hall; which being 
converted to this uſe, might yield a diverſion inferior to 
none that could be imagin'd for Health, Profit, and Beauty,, 
which are the three Tranſcendencies that render a place with- 
out all exception. And this is what (in ſhort) I had to offer, 
for the Improvement and Melioration of the Aer about London, 
and with which I ſhall conclude this diſcourſe.
